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Raise the Exemptions 


Hh is the take-home pay that 
counts. What wage or salary rate 
stand opposite an employee's name on the 
pay-roll of his employer is a delusion 
when part of the indicated sum has to be 
deducted as income taxes, 

The delusion is particularly and 
particularly irksome, when the wage-rate 
or Salary-rate is none too large to begin 
with. Every dollar deducted in such cases 
means so much less on which the employes 
must live, and so much less on which his 
family must get along if he has one, The 
take-home pay in these cascs leaves little, 
if anything, after rent has been paid and 
actual necessities bought. 

Where, as in Canada, income taxation 
hits every single person who earns more 
than $660 per year, and every married 
person who earns more than $1200 per 
year, the exemption limits are set unjustly 
that

and unreasonably low. So low in 
circumstances like the present they are a 
positive incentive to discontent and in- 
dustrial unrest 

These limits should be raised, alike 1

Our Coming Gold Field 

Bight of the nine provinces are repre 
sented at the convention of the western 
branch of the Canadian Institute of Min- 


ing and Metallurgy, held in Edmonton this 
week. The chief subjects of discussion have 


been coal, petroleum and the north

The extreme measures taken by 
the government to compel negotia 
tion between the managemen! of 
Burns and company and the United 
Packinghouse Workers of America 
over the question of a master plan 
| for the company, as well as changes 
in working conditions, brings to a 
head a dispute of long standing 

Tt has been @he claim of union 
officials for the past two years that 
negotiation apparatus of the vari 
ous Burns and company plants has 
been clumsy and inefficient, for 
no single management had the 
authority, according to the union, 
to negotiate with the union in its 
particular plant over matters of 
vital importance, All such matters 
had to be referred to the company’s 
head office in Calgary, causing pro- 
tracted and irritating delays in ne- 
gotiations. 


UNION WANTS MASTER PACT 


The union has, therefore, for 
almost two years urged the neces- 
sity of a master agreement with 


all Burns plants, in order to elimin- 
ate the necessity for continued re- 
| ference by local managements to 
the head office in Calgary of im- 
portant points of dispute between 
local managements and local un- 
ions. A similar master plan is de- 
sired by the union for other Cana- 
dian packinghouse firms 

In order to meet the complaint of 
the unions that continuous refer- 
ence by local managements to the 
head office of points in dispute be- 
tween local unions and local man- 
agement caused unnecessary de- 
jays, a commission presided over 
by Mr. Justice Richards which re- 
ported on the packinghouse situa- 
tion in November, 1944, recommend- 
ed that the industry be divided into 
zones, with the zones for Burns and 
Company comprising Manitoba-Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta-B.C, 

Local managements in these 
zones would, according to the Rich- 
ards report, be qualified to enter

The word “Shinto” is of 
Chinese origin, not Japanese, and 
the primitive Japanese religion 
only was called “Shinto” after ac- 
quaintance with the Chinese lan- 
guage and the arrival of Buda ium 
It has been inextricably interwoven 
with the latter. Shinto, which 
started as an animistic religion, 
imagined the gods as peopling the 
earth with their own offspring—as 
did the Greeks—from which comes 
the concept of the divine succession 
in the flesh as well as the spirit. It 
is a racial religion, like most early

Centuries of Christianity have not 
removed all traces of pre-Christian 
paganism in its own rituals, as any 
reader of “The Golden Bough” by 
Sir James George Frazer, British 
anthropologist, knows.

NEW ELEMENTS 


Two new elements, neptunium 
and plutonium, recently had been 
added to the 92 known elements 


covering all constituents of matter. 
Their addition had revolutionized 
chemical theory and had made pos- 


sible a combination of elements 
hitherto undreamed of in energy 
and force. Hence, the atomic bomb, 
which Dr, Spinks states is Sci- 
entifically termed the “nuclear 
bomb. 


In an atomic bomb the energy 
liberated in each unit mass of 
material is roughly a million 
times greater than that of any 
previously known explosive, In 
explosive “force one pound of 
uranium 235 or plutonium equal- 
led blasting force of 20,000 tons 
of trinitrotoluene (TNT), he said. 

In 1939 the remarkable discovery 
of uranium fission was made. When 
uranium was bombarded with 
neutrons the nucleus split into two

several neutrons. Pfior to this 
scientists were successiul only in 
separating small particles by bom- 

bardment 
he puzzling question of supply- 
ing neutrons was thus solved 
stated Dr. Spinks. One neutron 
striking U235, gave off three neu

tinued the attack on the U235, pro- 
ducing 27 neutrons or the cube of 
their number, The principle of this 
compounding, pyramiding action 
continued to grow through the most 
infinitesimal fraction of a second 

The result was a force of expan 
sion so great that it resulted in the 


terrific explosions climaxing suc 
cess of the scientists’ research in 
the now recorded destruction by 
the atomic bomb

The professor proved himself as 
much a humorist as a scientist 
when he told the audience about a 
letter he had received from a sus- 
Picious and irate citizen following 
4 press report of his statements 
regarding the impracticability of 
nuclear power in the operation of 
the modern automobile 

The letter in part read: “Either 
you're a fool or you're in the pay 
of the industrialists.” 

He assured the audience that if 
they could see his bank account it 
would dispel all thoughts of his 
being in the pay of industrialists or 
any other group 

Extravagant reports about the 
possibilities of alomic power and 
energy had caused a good dea! of 
consideration and even concern to 
operators of many industries, not 
the least of which was mining. Be- 


fore concluding his address he said 
he wanted to make it clear that 
from his knowledge of atomic 
energy there was no cause for 
alarm, and that for many, many 
years industries and businesses 
would continue in their present 
fashion, Any innovation resulting 
from the great discovery would of 


necessity have to be gradual due 
to the many dangers as yet uncon- 
quered in development of atomic 
power and energy.
